A BANK FAILURE. 


TheSutter Creek State Bank 
Forced to Suspend. 


Monday e v e n in g bank com m issioner 
Jo h n O. L y n c h , 
arrived 
from San 
Francisco, a n d tho following m orning 
th e 
w indows 
of the tíutter Creek 
bank were c lo s e d , probably for th irty 
days, or u n t i l tlie officers can show 
the au th o ritie s th a t certain securities 
th e bank h o ld s aro of value. 
C o m m issio ner 
L yn ch stated th a t 
the first in t im a ti o n tho bank c o m ­ 
mission had t h a t th ere was anything 
wrong with t h i s hank wns In D ecem ­ 
ber, wnon t h a t body called for a re ­ 
p ort from a ll th e hanks, Showing all 
the liab ilities a n d assets. 
T his re p o rt 
was correct in every detail, but it 
showed that 
th o hank hold too m uch 
security of o n e oonoern, 
the Ames 
M anu factu ring C om pnny ot Niles, a 
business re c e n tly formed by Jackson 
Dennis, who is also president of th e 
S u tter C reek 
ban k and the one in 
Niles. 
T h e 
ban k comm ission has 
made it a r u l e th a t no hank shall 
havo more d e p o s i to r s ’ monoy invested 
iu any one c o n c e rn than will am ou nt 
to twenty p e r c e n t of the 
capital 
stock and s u r p l u s of the bank. 
T bis 
bank has e x c e e d e d th a t am ou nt by 
more thau 
315,660. 
Hesides, 
th e 
bank is s u p p o s e d to have a certain 
percentage o f th e depositors' m oney 
on hand at a l l tim es. 
Hut probably 
becauso of m o n e y stringency the funds 
had fallen b e lo w th is mark, though 
they havo b e e n increasing tbe cash on 
band d u rin g th e p ast week. 
Mr L y n ch w e n t to Niies on W ednes­ 
day to look o v e r th e accounts of the 
bank there, in w hich Jackson D ennis 
is in terestte d . 
H e states th a t p ra c ti­ 
cally the s a m e co n d itio n s exist th ere 
as iu S u tte r C re e k , th a t they have too 
much ot t h e d e p o sito rs’ money in ­ 
vested in o u e co n cern . 
After looking 
over the b o o k s of tho Niles bank, he 
says that b e 
w ill know better ju s t 
what th e c o n d it io n s of this bank is, 
but as y et t h e bank is solvent. 
H ut 
if the m a r k e t v alu e of tb e stooks held 
by tbe S u t t e r ban k are below w hat 
they are s t a t e d as being in tbe repo rt, 
then tbe a ff a irs of th e bank look very 
dark. 
J a o k s o n D en nis telephoned to 
Mr L y nch T u e sd a y 
th a t he would 
have sufficient cash here in a few days 
so th a t th e 
b an k could be opened 
before th e t h i r t y days were up. 
The r e p o r t has 
been ourrent for 
some tim e t h a t everythin g was n ot 
ju st rig h t w ith tb e S u tte r bank. 
I t 
has beeu s t a te d th a t business men of 
that town 
w o u ld send th eir personal 
checks to firm s in the city in p a y ­ 
ment of b i l l s 
of goods, 
and they 
would be r e t u r n e d to the m erchant, 
iiecause of 
th e failu re of the city 
banks to o o lle c t on them . 
Hut there 
was no ru n o n the bank because it 
was th o u g h t th a t th e nonpaym ent of 
the checks 
w as d u e to the general 
soaroity of 
m o ney . 
The failure of 
the tíu tter b a n k will have no effect 
upon the o t h e r two 
banks of the 
county, us th e y had an inkling of its 
condition, a u d were not caught to any 
extent in t h e co llapse. 
To those w h o had uny insight into 
the m e th o d s of th is institu tio n , 
the 
failure d id n o t com e in the n ature of 
a surprise. 
The hank h a s beeu in existence for 
som ething l i k e fifteen years. 
It was 
started as a p riv a te bank by Jackson 
Dennis, a u d so c o n tin u ed until two 
or three y e a rs ago, 
when it was re ­ 
organized us th e tíu tter Creek bank, 
with a c u p ita l's to c k of $36,060. 
Juck- 
son D ennis 
was tb e president trom 
the start, a u d 
th e piinoipal sto c k ­ 
holder. 
A b o u t two years or so ago, 
tbe N iles b a n k was started, under the 
same p re s id e n t and managing head. 
About the s a m e tim e, a brick co m ­ 
pany, 
lu m b e r 
com pany aud 
m eat 
company w e re s ta rte d at. Niies, and 
tbe Ames 
M a n u fa c tu rin g Com pany 
was le m o v e d 
from 
O alt to Niles. 
According to 
iep o tts, 
the various 
enterprises 
w ere 
flourishing, 
and 
held o u t th e 
p ro m ise ot m aking big 
profits. 
The tíu tte r ( ’reek bank did uot se­ 
cure a larg e a m o u n t of deposit funds, 
business m o u of th a t town and vioiu- 
ity hanked th e r e more for conveni- 
euce, in th e tran saotiori of business, 
rather th a n s e c u r ity for th eir fuuds. 
A savings 
a c c o u n t 
wuh started *to 
gather iu d e p o s its . 
Five per cen t 
interest was t h e Inducem ent offered, 
aud many ju m p e d at the bait. 
To 
tbe th iu k in g m an, this rate of in te r­ 
est a m o u n te d to a confession of w eak­ 
ness 
N e v e rth e le s s 
ail 
uloug 
th e 
m ineral b e lt, from JP ly m outh to J a o k ­ 
sou, tbe a l l u r i n g iuterest captivated.

One day while Kit was at the fort I 
came across a periodical that had a 
full page Illustration of a scene In a 
forest.

Ills other arm wns around the w aist 
of tile conventional female of such 
sensational journals, while in front 
half a dozen Indians' lay prone, evi­ 
dently slain by the hero in the im ­ 
possible attire In defense of the pre­ 
posterous female. The legend stated 
how all this had been effected by K it 
Carson.

Many of the republican politicians of the South are fully 
alive to the novel situatiou that is likely to confront the dele­ 
gates from the southern states in the forthcoming Chicago 
convention. 
Notwithstanding the perennial cry that the 
solid political front so long presented by that section is likely 
to be broken, it is expected that the electoral votes of those 
states next November will as heretofore be massed in the 
democratic column. 
Republicans depend upon the other 
portions of the Union for the necessary votes to elect their 
candidates. 
In view of the keen rivalry for the republican 
presidential nomination,’ the appeal is being made to the 
republicans of the South to send uniustructed delegates. This 
is the advice of far-seeing political leaders of both North and 
South. 
This is not prompted by any desire to either help or 
injure any aspirant for the nomination, but rather to safe­ 
guard the interests of the party as a whole. 
The republican 
party in the South is composed m ainly of colored citizens 
and the federal office-holding class. 
It is realized that the 
massing of the delegates under pressure of patronage of the 
administration in behalf of a candidate favored in administra­ 
tion circles would be a dangerous proceeding. 
Including 
Oklahoma, the solid South casts 169 votes in the electoral 
college, and twice that number of votes iu the nominating 
convention. 
Add to these the votes of the territories and. jn - 
sular possessions, which are also largely under administra­ 
tive influence, and the tremendous power which might be 
exerted in dictating the nominee by delegates representing 
sections which are not expected to contribute a solitary vote 
toward the election of a republican president, become a ser­ 
ious matter. 
The interests of the party are superior to the 
claims of any presidential aspirant. 
The nomination ought 
to be decided by the states which can be reasonably depended 
upon to furnish the votes iu sufficient quantity to elect the 
republican ticket. 
It is timely and wise tc urge upon the 
republicans to send unpledged delegates to Chicago, who will 
be free to act as their sound judgment may dictate when the 
situatiou is fairly canvassed on the ground. 
We believe it 
would be just as well for California to take the same course.

Speaking of the Crimson, Harvard’s 
daily newspaper, reminds every H ar­ 
vard man of the Lampoon's master 
stroke—or joke—played on that digni­ 
fied and unsuspecting sheet on M e­ 
morial day, 11)01. The Crimson had 
announced that it would not appear on 
that holiday, but inconspicuously, so 
few were surprised to find their Crim­ 
son at their door that morning as usu­ 
al. 
Their surprise begun, however, 
when they scanned its contents. This 
always serious sheet seemed to have 
become m ost frivolous and irresponsi­ 
ble during the night, for in its columns 
all sorts of weird and fantastic state­ 
ments appeared. 
The news, though clothed in the usu­ 
al heavy, dignified Crimson style, w as 
wildly revolutionary in character. 
Among the items that appeared were: 
“A Plot to Blow Up Memorial IpUl,”

The vicious criticism indulged in by a portion of the press 
against the district appellate court for its decision in the 
Ruef and Schmitz cases has led some papers to swing to the 
opposite extreme, by advocating that such unseemly stric­ 
tures, tending to impair the respect due to the judiciary, be 
made punishable as contempt of court. 
It woyld be a back­ 
ward step fo adopt such a suggestion. 
The bullyragging of 
judges when they render an unprejudiced and honest decision 
in the face of popular sentiment, is to be deprecated. A ll the 
same, to make laws tending to shackle ¡the press iu the dis­ 
cussion of judicial affairs would be a far greater calamity. 
W hy should not an interpreter of the law be as open to cen­ 
sure as a lawmaker; a court as amenable to criticism as a 
legislature. 
The freedom of the press is oftentimes abused. 
That it has been outrageously abused for personal ends iu 
connection with the graft prosecutions in San Francisco there 
can be no doubt. 
But to curtail the liberty of the press on 
that account would be foil}’. 
The intelligence of the Am eri­ 
can people be depended to discern between the honest and 
dishonest critic, without any abridgement of the privileges of 
the press.

As clim ate Is ono of t h e 
most v a lu a b le assets of this favored 
ato in a t t r a c t i n g population, A m a d o r 
stands seco n d to no county in this r e ­ 
gard. 
I t should, and no doubt will in 
time, w h en its clim atic advantages a r e 
moro th o r o u g h ly understood and a p ­ 
preciated, become, a health resort n o t 
only for th o s e in less favored state s, 
b u t for t h e residents of oth er parts of 
Qttllfornia. 
T h e tem p eratu re alono t h e 
cen tral p o rtio n rarely falls below 30 
degrees a b o v e zero In winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in th e s u m ­ 
mer. 
S n o w seldom falls in the settled 
districts,

ground fo r m ore th an a few hours.

C ro ss there is a black patch in th e sky, 
d a r k , 
sack shaped and 
m ysterious. 
Scientifically accurate astro n o m ers ex­ 
p la in th at it is not a patch, b u t ra th e r 
so m eth in g which becomes visible by 
re a s o n of the anomaly th a t it con tain s 
n o tiiiu g th a t is visible. 
T ho lay mind, preferring b ald reality 
to ab stract truth, is som ew hat startle d 
to learn th a t an object is seen because 
th e r e is nothing in it to see, b u t no one 
e a n dispute the fact. T he coal sa c k is 
visible because it contains n o th in g th a t 
Is visible. 
In other words, it is a v a s t hole In 
t h e stellar system in which th e r e is not 
e v e n a pinch of stellar dust t o shed a 
flicker of luminosity. 
I t is typically 
a u d 
absolutely 
the q u in tesse n c e of 
blackness. 
B ecau se it is so, and in contradiction 
o f all preconceived notions, th e h u m a n 
e y e can see it without the a id of a 
telescope or other instrument. 
B etw een the stars of the M ilk y W ay 
th e r e are many little holes in th e stel­ 
l a r system —little by com parison, th a t 
Is to say —b ut oue must have telescopes 
a n d patience to find them. 
O n e need 
o n ly cross the line to tiie so u th e rn 
h em isp h ere and locate the S o uth ern 
C ro ss in order to see the coal sack. 
W ith the wealth of leg en d a ry tale 
a n d fable woven around the n o rth e rn 
s t a r s by the highly gifted ra c e s gaz­ 
in g on them through the ages th a t are 
g o n e one is tempted to sp ecu late w h a t 
ta l e s w ould not have been c o n stru c te d 
a r o u n d th a t fathomless m y ste ry had it 
a p p e a re d north instead of s o u th of the 
e q u a to r. 
W h e n it rouses the poetical im pulse 
w ith in the brain of aboriginal A us­ 
tra lia n s, w hat might it not h a v e done 
w ith the ancient Greeks or still more 
a n c ie n t Egyptians') But they w e re de­ 
n ie d it. 
The aboriginal uses it as he 
u s e s m ost things, in u top3y tu r v y fa sh ­ 
ion. 
To him the world is a fia t plain 
c ro w n e d w ith a dome shaped roof. 
W h e n a man dies lie h as to g o up to 
th e roof and slowly jou rney o ver it 
u n til 
he can clamber d o w n to the 
flat again and squeeze th ro u g h , ouce 
m o r e a man. The coal sack is th e hole 
h e goes through to get on to th e roof, 
a n d to get up to it is a very lo n g climb. 
T h e journey over the roof is also 
v e ry long, and It is hard to squeeze 
th r o u g h w hen lie reaches the fla t again. 
S o long does it take that by th e tim e a 
m a n has completed the jo u rn e y not 
o n ly his hair, but his. skin, h a s grow n 
w h ite w ith age. 
W h erefo re the black fellow w h o has 
m a d e the journey rejoins ids tr ib e as a 
w h ite fellow. 
Thus it was t h a t w hen 
t h e w h ite man first came to th e land 
t h e aborigines regarded him a s n long 
lo s t com rade.—Macmillan’s M agazine. 


DEEP SEA FISHING. 


Quite as Much a Game of Chance 
Politics o r Poker. 
You let dow n n h e a v y lump of lead 
and two big books baited w ith clams 
into thirty, forty o r sixty feet of wa­ 
ter. 
Then you w a i t until something 
nudges the line o r until you suspect 
th a t the hooks a r e bare. 
Then you give th e line a quick jerk 
aud pull in hand o v e r hand, with more 
or less resistance, a n d see w hat you 
have drawn into th e grab bag. 
It may be a silly b u t nutritious cod, 
gaping in surprise a t this curious ter­ 
mination of his in v o lu n tary rise in tho 
world, or a silvery haddock, staring at 
you with round, reproachful eyes, or 
a pollock, Jm ndsom e, b u t worthless, or 
a shiny, w rith in g dogfish, whose vil­ 
lainy Is w ritten o n every line of Ills 
degenerate, ch lniess face. 
It may be th a t sp in y gargoyle of the 
sea, a sculpin, o r a so ft an d stupid hake 
from the m ud flats. 
I t may be any 
one of the g rotesqu e products of Nep­ 
tune’s vegetable g ard en , a sea cucum­ 
ber, a sea carro t o r a sea cabbage, or 
it may lie n othing a t all. 
When you h ave m a d e your grab and 
deposited tho resu lt, if it be.edible. In 
the bnrrel w hich s ta n d s in tho middle 
of the boat, you t r y an o th er grab, and 
th at’s the whole story . 
It is astonishing how much amuse­ 
ment apparently s a n e men get out of 
such a simple g a m e as this. 
Tho in­ 
terest lies, first, in th e united effort to 
fill the barrel, au d . second, in the ri­ 
valry among the fisherm en as to which 
of them shall ta k e in th e largest cod 
or the greatest n u m b e r of haddock, 
these being re g a rd e d as prize packages. 
The sculpin a n d th e sea vegetables 
may be com pared to comic valentines, 
which expose the recipien t to ridicule. 
The dogfish are like tax notices aud 
assessments—th e m a n w ho gets one of 
them gets less t h a n nothing, for they 
count against th e catcher. 
It Is quite 
as much a gam e o f chance as politics 
or poker. 
You do n o t know on which 
side of the boat th e good fish are hid­ 
den. 
You cannot tell th e difference be­ 
tw een the nibble o f a cod aud the bite 
of a dogfish. 
Y ou have no idea of 
w hat is coming to you until you have 
hauled in alm ost all of your line and 
caught sight of y o u r allotment wrig­ 
gling and w h irlin g in th e blue water. 
Sometimes you g e t tw ins.—Scribner’s.
